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Manufacturers’ Convention Was 
Brought to Close by His 
Brilliant Address. 


With a ringing eall for an American Mm- 
vasion of foreign markets and a brilliant 
review of trade conditions that are now 
confronting the world, by Hon, Victor 
H. Metcalf, secretary of the department 
of commerce and labor, the annual con- 
vention ef the National Association of 
Manufacturers of the United States was 
brought to a clove last evening in tne 
Grand. 

After reviewing the growth of Ameri- 
can trade and after calling attention to 
the tact that European manufacturers 
are obtaining possession of markets that 
belong to the American manufacturer, 
Secretary Metcalf began his peroration 
with; 

“The time, gentlemen, ie ripe for Amer- 
jean invasion of foreign markets, e#pt- 
Clally the markets of the Pacific, and !t 
wil] be your own fault if you do not at 
once start an aggressive and determined 
campaign for the purpose of securing 
these mankets.”’ 

The sentence made a profound impres- 
sion upon the hearers of Secretary Met- 
call and they expressed their approval 
with their- applause. 

Secretary Metcalf held the attention ol 
iis audience for about an hour and thir- 
ty minutes. As the explained, his address 
had been prepared for the manufactur- 
ers and for the members of the Atlanta 
chamber of comuinerce, 

On the stage with Secretary Metcaitr 
sat Hon. L. F. Livingston, who intro- 
duced the speaker of the evening; Pres!- 
dent R. F. Maddox, of the chamber of 
Commerce. who introduced Colonel Liv- 
ingston; Hon. D. M. Parry, president of 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers: Mayor James G. Woodward, iri- 
bers of the general council, and pronu- 
rent members of the chamber of com- 
merce. 

President Roosevelt was given a round 
ef hearty applause by the splendid: avu- 
dience in the Grand last evening. In pre- 
senting Sccretary Metcalf, Colonel Liv- 
ingston said: 

“Secretary Metcalf is in Atlanta as 
the personal representative of that man 
who 4s winning his way into the nee 
of the people of the .north, and of 
eouth—" 

A burst of applause interrupted Colo- 
nel Livingston, and upon its conclusic n 
ne completed his sentence.

I, for a long time, have 
taken a deep intefest in the southern 
states and have been more than gratifled 
at the wonderful pregress made by those 
states. There is no section of the country 
today more prosperous than the south 
and the signs all point to a continuation 
of that prosperity.

value of manufactures for the United 
States in 1900 was about thirteen billion 
thirty-nine and a quarter million dollars. 
New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Mas- 
sachusetts, Ohio and New Jersey are 
the six great manufacturing states. 
These six states, according to the census 
of 1900, mangfacture in point of value 
about three-fifths of all the goods manu- 
factured in the United States, the great 
state of New York alone manufacturing 
in nt of value one-sixth of all the 
goods manufactured tn the United States. 
Bliminating from consideration then 


these six states, the value of the manu- | 


factures for the rest of the United States, 
including Hawaliil, Alaska and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, was, according to the 
census of 1900, in round numbers, five 
and a quarter billions, and of this amount 
the southern atates furnished manufac-

The latitude and longitude in which the 
Russian fleet was reported by the British 
steamer Hong Wan I does, not ,jindicate 
that a ‘naval battle imminent. The 
Russians. 6n May. !'6 were only about 
150 miles from the coast of Annam and 
apparentiy: heading north for the waters 
of. the Island of Hainan, near which, 
according .to a Hong Kong dispatch, 150 
junks laden with provisions were waiting 
(for the Russian fleet.

When the case of the People y. J. R. 
Norris, charged with murder, was catled 
in the superior court this morning, Judge 
Cann, of Chatham county, presiding, 
counsel for the defense, aia not plead to 
the indictment, but ent the special 
plea of former jeopardy, which was ‘fol- 
lowed by some argument as to the man- 
ner in which the hearing on this novel 
question should be, conducted, 

The. document submitted to the court 
by the defense in the special piea is in 
the form of a petition, in which ‘the 
grounds for entering “the plea are set 
forth. “s 

There was some question, before . thé 
trial was entereqd into, as to. just in 
what manner the plea would be decided 
upon, whether by the judge or by a spe 


jury. 
Following the presentation of the plea 
in full, which covers 16 pages of type- 
matter, Mr. Wright, for the 
State, filed a q@eneral traverse rather

Origin of the Plea. 

The plea of former jeopardy had its 
origin just at the close of taking evi- 
G@encé In the case, May 2, 4903, ‘two 
years ago. 

To all of those who were in the court 
room at the time of the first trial. 
of the case, on the afternoon when 
the evidence was being concluded, the 
scene which brought about the mistrial 
is still vivid. Quoting {t from the rec- 
ords of the ~~ ae is as follows: 

“Mrs. W. O. ame vie of the de- 
eéased, having Ten swoth! b& a .witness: 
ypon behalf of the state, in rebuttal, 
Was asked the following question by 
the prosecuting attorney: 

“Q—I want you to state to the jury 
what the relations between you and 
your husband were with reference to 
his devotion to you and his treatment 
ef you? 

“Whereupon counsel for the defend- 
ant objected and the caurt sustained 
the objection. 

‘The state’s attorney then told the 
witness to come down. The witness 
thereupon gave vent to her feeling as 
fcllows: 

“They don’t allow me to make a state- 
ment? It’s ridiculous, ridiculous, My 
husband was murdered innocently. He 
never injured that man (advancing to- 
ward and pointing her finger at the de- 
fendant) or his wife. He slew my hus- 
band in cold blood. in cold blood. He 
aley my husband and he never injured 
him nor his, and his statement is this 
man’s—that man’s doings’ (advancing 
toward Attorney H. C. Hammond, coun- 
se) for.defendant, and slapped him in the

Judge Gary, who was on the bench at 
the time, ordered a mistrial. He at arst 
endeavored to get the two sides to the

Mr. Picquet, for the defense, which, 
upon filing the plea of former jeopardy 
and the traversé by the state, became the 
pheintiff, declared that they had the right 
to try both the main issue in the case or 
the question raised by the special plea 
by one jury, or to try the plea by a 
apecia] jury, and that they had the right 
to so elect at any time during the pro- 
gress of the trial, but this stand was 
overruled by the court and the plea of 
former jeopardy put upon trial. | 

In this respect the question of lack of 
precedent arose for the second time in 
the Norris case. In just what form the 
trial of a. special question of thig kind 

uld proceed theré was doubt and, after 
some argument, Judge Cann ruled that it 
should be on the same grounds as in a 
eriminai case. With this before counsel 
on both sides, the. work of striking tne 
jury was entered into, 

The jury was completed at the after- 
noon sessien of the court and the trial 
of the plea will last at least a day or 
two, if some entirely unforeseén matter 
does rot turn up to bring it to an earlier 
widing.

| gallon, and the German tariff which is 
to go into, effect in 1906 making an ‘n- 
crease of 26 per cent. Under these duties 
exports of cotton seed products are ex- 
pected to be entirely destroyed. Revistun 
of the tariff is considered imperative, 
therefore, to stop European retasation.

Suffice it 
to say that Georgia, where Eli Whitney 
in 1793 invented the saw cotton gin, is 
today the second state in the union in 
the production of cotton, having pro- 
duced in the past year |,879,744 bales 
out of a total production in the United 
States of nearly 13,500,000 bales, and 
the value of this crop is estimated at 
$91,569,000. Your state ranks second also 
among the states’ of the gnion in the pro- 
duction of marble, which is remarkable 
when it is remembered that the commer- 
cial exploitation of your marble _re- 
sources has been the work of the last 
two decades. You have today 1,319,623 
*@pindles, an increase of 59 per cent in 
five years, and you consume in your mills 
about one-third of your state’s produc- 
tion of cotton. Your average per acre of 
cotton for 1904, based upon the area 
under cultivation, is 201.8 pounds, as 
against 172.8 per cent in Texas, showing 
that there is no such thing as worn out 
lands, put only impoverished soils, which 
can be restored by careful culture, rota- 
tion of crops and the judicious use of 
fertilizers. 

“Your bank deposits have 
from $1,500,000 in 1875 to $42,780,000 in 
1903. Your farms have increased in value 
and the products'of your farms have in- 
creased, as also the value of those pro- 
ducts. There has been a marked increase 
in the number of manufacturing estab- 
lishments, in capital invested in manu- 
facturing, and in the number of employees 
and in the wages paid. On the whole you 
have every reason to be satisfied with

Grov.\. of Manufacturing. 


“The United States has become, within 
recent years--within the memory of many 
men here present—the greatest manufac- 
turing natién of the world. In 1860 the 
United States stood at the bottom of the 
list of the four great manufacturing na- 
tions, namely, United Kingdom, France, 
lermany and the United States. Now, 
Only forty-five years later, she stands 
not only at the head of the list, but her 
manufactures are equal to those of the 
other three nations combined. The figures 
which I shall quote to show the relative 
growth of manwfacturing in the four 
great industrial nations of the world are 
necessarily estimated as relates to all 
other nations except our own, because the 
United States Is the only country which 
fakes a complete census of its manufac- 
turing industries, but the estimates are 
those of men who. have given careful 
study to this subject and, so far as I am 
aware, their reasonahle and approximate 
accuracy has never been called in ques- 
tlon. The late Michae} C. Mulhall. the 
celebrated English statistician, esti- 
mated that in 1860 the manufac- 
tures of the United Kingdom were 
two thousand eight hundred = mil- 
lions of dollars in value, of 
France two thousand and ninety-two mil- 
lions, of Germany one thousand nine hun- 
dred and ninety-five millions. while the 
census of the United States puts eur 
total manufactures for that year at one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-six 
millions. In 1904 Mr. William J. Clark, in 
rhe Engineering Magazine, estimated the 
manufactures of the United Kingdom at 
five billions, of Germany four and two- 
thirds’ billions, of France three and a 
half billions, while the census of 1900 gave 
the manufactures of the United States at 
thirteen billions, making our total of 
1900 practically equal] 
aggregate of the United Kingdom, Ger- 
many and France at the date covered 
by his estimate of 1904. The same au- 
thority also testified the value of 
manufactures in Austria-Hungary at two 
billions of dollars, Russia a little less 
than two bDillions, Italy one and three- 
quarters billions, Canada eight hundred 
millions and Belgium seven hundred and 
fifty millions. It is quite apparent, 
therefore, that the world's chief pro- 
ducers of manufactures are the United 
Sta the United Kingdom, Germany 
and ». and that the manufactures 
of the United States alone are nearly, 
if not quite, equal to those of her three 
principa] competitors—the United King- 
dom, Germany France.

It is then apparent that our man- 
ufacturing’ indystry is rapidly gaining 
upon population, arfd that your duty to 
the country and your duty to yourselves 
is to determine the methods by which the 
distribution of. the surplus products to

“The tmportatian of manufactures by 
all the nations of the world, as I have 
stated is, in round terms, four 
billions. and our exports of manufac- 
tures in the calendar year 1904, five 
hundred millions or 12% per cent of the 
grand total of manufactures imported by 
all the great nations of the world. Of 
these four billions of manufactures im- 
ported, about eight ‘hundred millions 
were manufactures of iron and steel, 
and six hundred millions manfactures of 
cotton, yet we, as the worki’s greatest 
producer of pig iron and raw cotton. sup- 
plied but a litle more than one hundred 
and eleven million dollars’ worth of the 
manuufactures of iron and steel, and 
twenty-two million dollars’ worth of 
the manufactures of cotton thus enter- 
ing the international trade. 

“This great market.for manufactures, 
a market amounting to four billions oy, 
dollars or eight times as large as our 
total exports of manufactures in the 
calendar year 1904, the year of our best 
record in exports of manufactures, is 
distributed over the entire world. Every 
country is in a greater or less degree 
an importer of manufactures. Even the 
European countries, which are them- 
selves great manufacturers import larze- 
ly articles classified as manufactures, 
but they are in most cases but partially 
manu.actured and intended for use in 
producing the finished manufacturas 
which these countries in turn distritute 
to those continents and nations which

Our European market f pig c r 
and bars of iron and sted! eB, gp 
and certain articles of finished manu- 
facture takes care of itself and accepts 
without material effort on our part prac- 
tically one-half of our present total] of 
manufactures exported. It is in the 
markets of Asia, Africa, §o0uth and 
Central America and Mexico, Australia 
and Oceania, that we must look for an 
enlargement of our sales of the other 
half—the higher grades of man acttres 
of which labor forms s0 } tant a 
therefore, we must 
expect to find an outlet for the products 
of that portion of our labor not required 
in supplying. the demands of the home 
market. The value of manufactures im- 
ported into Asia and Oceania aggregates 
approximately seven hundred million 
dollars per annum, and of this we sup- 
plied in 1904, only sixty-five milhons, or 
ess than ‘0 per cent. The total im- 
ports of South America amount to three 
hundred and eighty-two million dollars, 
and of this we may assume that more 
than one-half, or approximately two 
hundred millions, is manufactures, and 
of that total we supplied in 1904 but 
thirty-five million dollars. The total im- 
ports of Africa amount to four hundred 
and fifty million dollars annually, of 
which prestumably considerably more 
than half or, perhaps two hundred and 
fifty million dollars’ worth are manufac- 
tures, and of this we supplied in 1904 
Lut thirteen million dollars worth. Thus 
the value of the manufactures importeed 
into Asia and Oceania, Africa and South 
America, is. approximately2 eleven or 
twelve, hundred millions annually, and 
of this we supplied, but a little more 
than one hundred million dollars’ worth 
or, certainly, at a liberal) estimate not 
more than 10 per cent of their total im.

manufactures in those sections in which 
we are trying to establish markets. The 
total value of cotton manufactures im- 
ported into Asia, Oceania, South Ameri- 
ca and Africa, aggregated in 1903. over 
three hundred and fifty million dollars 
in value and of this, the principal cot- 
ton producing country in the world—-the 
United States—supplied but $228.403.713 
worth, or approximately 6.4 per cent of the 
total, while the countries which buy 
their raw coton from us supplied the 
remainder. 

“But there are other methods by which 
we may determine, in some degree at 
least, the relative share which we have 
in supplying the manufactures imported 
by some of the more important coun- 
tries in those sections of the world in 
which we hreve a right to feel that we 
shonld be at least one of the principal pur- 
veyors of manufactured goods imported. 
In South America we naturally fee] that 
we should heve a large part in supply- 
ing the articles imported. Not oniv are 
the people of South America ovr nefeh- 
bore ond our Tarkett somewhat neorer 
to their doors than that of the other 
rreat mannfacturing nations, but we sre 
their principal customers for the articles 
which they have to sell. and we should 
therefore, be the princival market in 
which thev buy the erticles which thev 
must purchase. While it is true that 
the sailing distance between New York 
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year 1904. which showed larger exports 
from the United tSates to South America 
than in any preceding year. the total 
was but fiftv and three-quarters million 
dollars. while the latest available data 
regarding the total imports of uth 
America as a whole, puts the nd 
total of ita imports at three hundred and 
eeventy-five million dollars indicating 
that in the best vear of our exnort trade, 
with thet section of the world we sup- 
nlied but about !3 per cent of its im- 


ports. 
South America’s Trade. 

“From what parts of the world does 
South America draw the remainder of 
this vast total of its imports? Chiefly 
from Europe. The figures of trade of 
South American countries in the latest 
available year show that they imported 
from the United Kingdom one hundred 
and twenty millions dollars’ worth of 
merchandise, chiefly manufactures; from 


Germany, fifty-four million dollars, from 
France thirty-five millions, from Italy, 
twenty-four millions and from Spain, 
eight millions, while, as already inuicat- 
ed, our own records for the past year 
of our exports to that part of the world 
totalled but fifty-one million dollars. 
Thus, it is apparent that our European 
rivals are supplying the great bulk of 
the articles imported into the ports of. 
our neighbors at the south, although we 
are not only large purchasers of their 
products, but increasing rapidly our pur- 
chases from them. From Brazil, our 
imports in | amounted to over 
seventy-six milllon dollars, while our ex- 
ports to that country amounted to but 
eleven millions. From Chile our {m- 
ports in 1904 were over ten and three- 
quarters millions and our exports to that 
country less than five mfllions. From 
Colombia our impérts. were about eight 
millions and our exports to that country 
four and three-quarters millions. From 
Venezuela our tmports' were nearly seven 
millions; our exports but a trifle over 
three millions... Only in Argentina and 
Paraguay do our exports find sufficient 
market to make their total equal , or 
exceed our imports from those countries, 
while our grand total of purchases from 
South America. in 1904 was as I have al- 
reedy indicated, one hundred and twenty 
million dollars and our sales to Soutn 
America fiftv’ and three-quarters million 
etate din round terms.

worth. Germany nine millions, Italv seven 
millions, France three and one-third .mil- 
lions, United States thfee and two-thirds 
millions, Switzerland one millfon. hus, 
of the sixty-three million A@oTars’ worth 
of cotton manufactures sdld to South 
America. by the seven principal export- 
ers of cotton manufactures, the Tnited 
States supplied but %3,691.000 worth, or 
less than 6 per cent of the. total—yet 
we are the world's chief producer of 
eatton rd our ports contirnous fo the 
cotton fields are nearer to South Amér'- 
ca than those of the ereat manufactur- 
ing countries of Eurove. Take fron and 
ateel as another examnile. the exports of 
iron ond steel manufactures to Sonth 
Amertea tn 1908 were. from the Tinited 
Kinedom. eighteen ard three-anarters 
million dollars: from Germany. thirteen 
™millien dollars. and from the  Tinited 
States, the world’s greatest producer of 
iron and steel, only nine and one-quarter 
million Of leather, France sent .to 
South América in 19038 over two milion 
@ollars in value; Germany one and one- 
helf millions, and the United Kingdom, 
$873.000 worth. 

“Now. let-us turn for a moment to 
the other parts of the world, which are 
customers of the class of manufactures 
produced in the Wnited States for which 
we are seeking markets. To China in 
1903 our exports of cotton manufac- 
tures amounted to but $4,139,000, those 
of the Tinited Kingdom, which purchases 
hér cotton chiefly from us, amounted 
to $22.829,000. True, 1903 was a bad 
year for cotton exports fo China, but 
presumably the same causes which op- 
erated against our exports of cotton 


on the part of our manufacturers, 
occurs largely in the classes of goods 
which readily sell thefneelves; such, for 
instance, as copper, mineral oils, or man- 
vfactures of iron and steel, of which we 
are the world’s largest producer. True, 
there has been a healthy growth in many 
other articles, and a growth due doubt- 
less in some degree to the efforts of our 
manufacturers, but I think I may be 
pardoned if I say that these efforts have 
mot been, up to this time. at all in pro- 
portion to those put forth by our com- 
oe rena in other countries. And this 

ings me to the second reason for the 
sliow growth in our exports of manufac- 
tures and the smal] total which we are 
eupplying in the markets: of Asia and 
Oceania, South America and Africa, in 
comparigon with our rivals of Burope. 
This second cause of slow growth is 
found in the ¢act that our European com. 
petitors produce and pack their manu- 


factures in form and conditions suited to. 


the markets which they are intended to 
supply. This is notably the case with 
Germany, whose exports of manufac- 
tures, y to South erica, are 
gaining vety rapidly, and, indged, making 
more rapid gains than those any other 
country. The reports of our own con- 
suls and others who have made careful 
studies of the condition in South Amer- 
ica, Asia and, Oceania, and other parts 
of the world in which we are attempting 
to find markets, indicate that the manu- 
facturers who are making the most rapid 
heaGdway in supplying the markets. of 
those countries acomplish this result by 
manufacturing their goods to suit the 
markets in which they are to be sold, 
and packing them-in form convenient tor 
handling in those markets. As is well 
known. a large proportion of the manu- 
factures entering the markets of South 
America, Asia and. Oceania, and Africa, 
must be carried to the interior upon the 
backs of animals or men, and they must 
therefore be packed in form suitable fur 
such transportation. . In addition to this, 
the tastes and the customs have been 
so long followed that the buyers decline 
to purchase articles manufactured in 
other form though equally good and per- 
Laps better. 
conditfon which is enabling other coun- 
tries to hold the markets of Asia, 


Oceania, South America and Africa for/ 


many clasees of manufactured goods. 
While it is true that the manufacturers 
of» the United States have at home 2 
large market, and. that they have not, 
up to this time, deemed it advantagdéous 
to change the form of manufacture for’ 
their surplus in order to aid its entrarice 
into foreign countries, the further fact 
that our growth in manufactures is far 
exceeding the growth of population sug- 
gests that the time is at hand when 
our producers of this class of merchan- 
dise can afford to manufacture a certain 
proportion of their goods in form re- 
quired by the markets which they desire 
to invade, and into which they can oniy 
make a satisfactory entrance by offering 
their goods in the form to which the pro- 
ducers in that market are accustomed, 


Few Banking Facilities. 

“Still another difficulty which our man- 
ufacturere and others engaged in com- 
merce with Asia, Oceania, South America, 
and’ Africa‘ are constantly compelled toe 
encounter is the lack of financia! inati- 
tutions and machinery through which 
their business transactions can be con- 
cueted. In all of those sections in Which 
Eu countries are holding for them- 
selves the bulk of the market for maa- 
ufactyures, banks and banking facilities, 
not only for excha®ge but for the estab- 
lighment of reasonable systems of credit 
are entirely in the hands of Europeans 
and there is a lamentable absence of or- 
ganizattons of this kind having. a direct 
and satisfactory relation with financial 
institutions of the Unted States. The 
commerce of these countries, especially in 
South America, requires jong credit dur- 
ing financia] relationship with the cour- 
try from which the merchandise is im- 
ported, and without systeme of this char- 
acter the manufacturers of the United 
States will continue to encounter great 
difficulty in:attempting to establish sat- 
isfactory trade relations with the peo- 
ple of the countries-in question, 

“Still another difficulty which our man- 
ufacturefs must expect to overcome ILI 
they desire success in other parts of the 
world ig the necessity of offering thetr 
merchandise through persons ‘familiar 
with the. language of the country im 
which it ie offered, and the presentation 
of their printed and written communica- 
tions in the language of those coun- 
tries. 

“One other difficulty in our attempt 
to establish trade’ in the Orient, or -n 
South America and Africa, and one Which 
must be overcome at least in some de- 
gree, is the lack of diréct and #atis- 
factory shipping faciiities. While it is 
a fact that the world is well supplied with 
ships and that our general export trade

There is no reason why 
South and Central .America should not 
purchase practically all their supplies 
from us. And, above all, there is no -ea- 
son why the United States, the world’s 
great producer of raw cotton, should im. 
port annually $50,900,000 worth of cotton 
goods manufactured mostly from Ameri- 
con cotton and then pay a duty on those 
goods when they enter the United States. 

“These markets of right belong to us 
and in time we are bound to have them, 
but we must go after them, we must seek 
them, we must cater to them, and we 
must meet their special réquirements the 
same as we meet those of the home mar- 
ket. . And when this is done we can mul- 
tiply our mills and ‘spindles by four or 
eight and keep them all busy. Engiand 
today cannot fill: her orders, and IT am 
credibly informed that some. thirty or 
thirty-five new mills are now in process 
of construction in Lancashire. “We con. 
trol the trade of Souvwth America when it 
comes to the sale of agricultural imple. 
ments, breadstuffs and manufactures: of 
wool, but Great Britain and Germany 
distance us when it comes to the sale of 
manufactured iron and steel. I might go 
on citing Instances and making compari- 
sons, but I think I have said enough: te 
demonstrate to you as manufacturers and 
business men the necessity of organiza- 
tion and concerted action if we expect to 
increase our foreign trade. 


Must Seek the Trade. 


The Pacific ocean covers:.about one- 
third of the earth's surface; ‘Half the 
population of the world is on the Paci- 
fhe ocean, and when the Panama canal 
is completed it will bring us Into closer 
touch with the peoples of the Pacific 
and afford us ready markets for our 
manufactures and the products of our 
soil; it will give us the trade of South 
and Central America and a goodly por- 
tion of the trade of the Orient, but we 
want that trade now. We need it, and 
there is no reason why wé should not 
have it. It will not. however, come: to 
us unsought and unsolicited—that is not 
the law of trade, as you well know, nut 
even of domestic trade in the days.

The Brighter Side. 

‘Yet there is a brighter side to the 
picture. Our exports to most of those 
countries are now gaining rapidly, and 
in many cases are gaining much more 
‘rapidly than those of our European ri- 
vals. into Australia, for example, the 
imports from the United Kingdom grew 
from one hundred and six million dol- 
lars.in 1893, to one hundred and thirty- 
three millions in 1903, an increase of a 
little more than 26 per @¢ent, while 
those from the United States grew 
from seven and one-half million dollars 
tb thirty-eight millions, an increase of 
about 400 per cent. Into South. Africa 
thie imports of the United Kingdom grew 
from fifty-four millions in [i893 to one 
hundred and forty-eight millions in 1903, 
an incrajgse of 175 per cent, while thoee 
from the United States into South Alri- 
ca grew from a little less than few 
million doliars in 1893 to over thirty mil- 
lion in 1903, an increase of over 900 per 
cent. Into China the imports from the 
United Kingdom increased from thirty 
million dollars In 1890 to thirty-six mil- 
lions in !902, and from the United States 
they increased from fotr and one-half 
millions in 1900 to practically nineteen 
millions tn 1890. Jtpan’s imports from: the 
lnited Kingdom grew from twenty-three 
million dollars’: value in 1890 to twenty- 
five millions in 1902, an increase of but 
two million dollars; from Germany they 
inareased from six millions in 1890 to a 
little less than thirteen millions in 1902, 
an increase of alittle less than seven mil- 
lion. while from the United States they in- 
creased from six million dollars in 1890 
to twenty-four and one-quarter millions in 
1902, an increase of over eighteen mi!- 
lion dollars, or about two and one-half 
times as much as the increase from ‘the 
nited Kingdom and Germany combined. 
Into Argentina. imports from the United 
Kingdom fell from fifty-five millions in 
1890 to thirty-five and three-fourths m'i- 
lions in 1902, a reduction of practically 
twenty million dollars. The imports from, 
Germany grew from eleven and three- 
fourtis millions in 1880 to twelve and 
three-fourths millions in 1902, an increase 
of-*about one milifon, while from the 
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United States the imports grew from 
a little less than nine milifons in. 1890 
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has grown rapdly in the face of the aod- 
sence of an American merchant marine, 
it is also a fact that persone desiring to 
establish trade in manufactures, espe- 
cially in Asia, Africa and South America, 
have fourfaé that their efforts were se- 
rlousiy handicapped by’ the lack of regu- 
lar and reliable facilities for shipping 
their goods to the countries from which 
their orders came. The testimony taken 
before the merchant marine commission 
during {ts long visit to the great manu- 
facturing and exporting centers of the 
country in the summer of 1904, showed 
clearly not Sfly a general demand among 
manufacturers and exporters for en- 
couragement to American shipping, but 
that would be exporters found a great 
and insurmountable difficulty in the fact 
that they are unable to meet their order 
with a promptness and reliability on ac- 
count of the absence of steamship lines 
which would leave our. ports at regular 
intervals and at fixed dates for the ports 
of the countries from which the orders 
are received. These reliable and regular 
opportunities for shipments of merchan- 
dise cannot Be had, it isa believed, with- 
out steamship lig@es which are required 
by their agreement, with the home gow 
érnment to leave the ports promptly at 
the dates fixed for their departure and 
arrival at the ports of destination at 
fixed dates. With these facilities the 
manufacturers of the United States may 
make their contracts for delivery of their 
merchandise for Asia, Oceania, South 
America and Africa and fulfill those en- 
gagements in a businesslike and satisfuc- 
tory manner; without them, the expert- 
ence of these who testified before the 
merchant marine commission indicates 
that orders cannot be satisfactorily filled 
and that an expansion of our trade in 
manufactures will continue to be ex- 
tremely. difficult. 
- Our export trade for 1904 amounted 
to $1,460,827,.27!, and yet. strange to 
say less than 8 per. cent of this trade 
was carried in American bottoms. With 
American lines of steamers. running at 
stated intervals from American ports, 
there is no reason why we should not 
capture the trade of Central and South 
America. We have unlimited capital, 
mechanical ingenuity and inventive geni- 
us second to none, the most improved 
machinery. skilled mechanics and wide- 
awake, go-ahead, enterprising business 
men. .and above all, we have the raw 
material, The advantages are. all on our 
side, and if we only go to work in the 
right way and in the right spirit we can 
win the race for commercial supremacy 
and drive our rivals from the field, 

It is true that we have a great forei 
trade, but that trade is not entirely the 
‘result of intelligent and wel) directed ef- 
fort on our part. Foreign nations buy 
the produce of our soil because they need 
those products, and the same is practi- 
cally true of most of our manufactures.

I apprecia‘e 
the magnificent work that has been done 
by you mén in déveloping and building’ 
up the manufacturing Interests of the 
country and I have watched with ween 
interest the enormous increase in our 
export trade and the wonderful oe 
made by us as a manufactyring nation 
since 1897.

NATIONAL INCORPORATION 
IS DISCUSSED IN REPORT 


| HP report of the ‘committee or 
T “National Incorporation,’’ proved 

to be one of the most important 
of the convention. The arguments in 
the report were as follows: 

“In favor of the scheme of federal reg- 
‘ulation as well as national Incorporation 
(for this plan involves both supposi- 
tions), it cannot be denied that the 
plan, on’ paper at least, has the desired 


feature of uniformity. There is a woe- 
ful diversity and many an embarrassing 
contradiction in our state laws in re- 
gard to. corporate control. In no.two 
States are conditions exactly the same. 
Many of them impose provisions in re- 
gard to the control of corporate inter- 
ests which are diametrically opposite 
one to another. In reading the oorpora- 
tion statutes of the various states it 
would be impossible, almost, to cull ouf 
&® basis of generalization which would 
apply to all the sfates. Therefore, 
when these large industrial concerns, 
which traverse the state boundaries, -un- 
mindful of anything but their own com- 
' mercial progress and enlargement, are 
_ @ttacked by oné state, they often resort 
- to some protection afforded by another 
state. Federal incorporation,-with defi- 
nite charters uniform in their provisions 
; and regulations, would, it is argued, af- 
ford a uniformity which would remove 
or minimize these difficulties. There 
' would naturally be involved the factor 
of direct federal inspection. There would 
be afforded to the proper authorities as 
® consequence of this the express right 
to compel concerns conducting an inter- 
state business to disclose as much 
ef their internal conditions and methods 
as might be pertinent to such an in- 
quiry. There would: be uniférmity of 
“taxation. Perhaps no question in regard 
to croporations is more difficult to solve 
than the question of state taxation. 
There is constantly arising a doubt 
whether or not such and such trade ts 
interstate commerce within the meaning 
of the federal constitution, and confu- 
sion must ensue. Taxes are imposed 
where they should not be imposed, and 
they are not imposed where they should 
be imposed, The result is that in the fleld 
ef corporate taxation many companies 


a_— 


are evading taxation on the ground 
that the right of interstate commerce 
is granted to them by the federal 
constitution, and there are .. others 
unjustly burdened with taxation. 
There would also be involved a re- 
striction in corporate powers. In 
many states there is a curious 
competition. to disclose a remarkable 
anxiety to afford \porporations, not mere- 
ly freedom, but unrestrained license in 
regard to what a corporation may do, and 
they seem also to be prompted by a de- 
sire to obviate any restriction which will 
limit In any way the conduct of their 
corporations. On the other hand, there are 
states which seem to be overcome with 
a strange desire to annoy corporations 
by all the ingenious devices known to 
current populistic ‘statesmanship.’ Under 
a federal charter corporations would be 
less restricted in their right to sue, be- 
cause they would have the opportunity 
of suing in the federal] courts, and thus 
they would not be prevented by technical 
domestic regulations from suing in cer- 
tain state courts.” 

Again federal contro] the question of 
constitutionality of federal incorporation 
is discussed. The right of the states to 
have a say in proposed regulation is also 
discussed and the point made that joint 
control of state and federal authorities 
would beiriconsistest with existing laws, 
meaning @ radical reorganization of most 
corporate managements. “In addition,”’ 
says the report, “‘there would be the fun- 
damenta] objection to the centralization 
and paternalism that would be involved.” 

Problems of Economics. 

A great deal can be sald in favor of 
government ownership of public utilities, 
says the report. “But when it cames 
down to the question of law and the 
rights of vested property, there are prob- 
lems of economics and of law so vitally 
involved that the eager advocate is com- 
pelled to admit that such a revolution 
ought only to take place by evolution, if 
at all. Hence it seems to your commit- 
tee that we owe it to the country ‘and 
ourselves to ask: Is there really, in the

“We simply recommend to all a fear- 
less and persistent agitation of these 
great industrial subjects, so that the 
truth, or something as near to it as. pos- 
sible, may be known, +1 we also recom- 
mend that, while everything possible 
should be done to cause those who would 
take unfair advantage of our laws, or of 
their administration, or of conditions now 
existing to désist under the scorn of 
public opinion, we ought all to await de- 
velopments and watch them closély at 
the wational capita] and’ in the different 
states to see not only what has been 
proposed that does not stand the test. of 
public and peivate effi¢iency, but to sup- 
port remedial measures wherever pos- 
sible, no matter if they seem to be of 
little consequence, where they -are ad- 
mitted to be in harmony with the spirit 
of our institutions—fair play for all.

The railroad commiseion 
mined to give to all of the stove man- 
ufucturers in Georgia freight rates with-

The people of the United States 
believe in the interstate commerce 
commission. They believe that there 
should be such a body and that it 
should have real, not imaginary, pow- 
ers. A commissien which can do 
nothing more than say that a thing 
is wrong—one which has no power 
to enforce its rulings—is of mighty 
little value to anybody; but give that 
commission the power to say what 
the maximum rate in any case shall 
be, and it will prove a valuable pro- 
tector to the people against railroad 
injustice. 

Instead of opposing legislation cal- 
culated to furnish such protection, the | 
railroads would be wise to make their 
deeds square with their’ professions 
of desire to have all existing evils 
corrected.

Interesting Papers on Russia. 

Whatever may be the result of the 
present disastrous war in which Rus- 
sia is engaged, its close will see the 
civilized world unusually familiar 
with Russian life, character, politics 
and the general sociology of the czar’s 
vast realm, thanks to the current 
mass of Hiterature and periodical in- 
formation covering. every phase of this 
interesting subject. The worid has 
Russia under a microscope, so to 
speak, and what she is, good and bad, 
is being made known to all men. 

In some respects, Russia is the most 
remarkable gountry in the world. It 
is a country of astounding contrasts, 
intellectually and morally. The bet- 
ter part of the world’s genius and 
conscience is in Russia today, para- 
doxical as the statement may seem. 
To doubt this statement is to be un- 
familiar with Russian literature. The 
really great things that are being 
written in our generation are being 
written in large part by Russians, and 
Tolstoi is by no means monopelizing 
the Russian source of literary genius. 
In its literary fecundity modern Rus- 
sia is very like the France of the 
day of Voltaire and Rousseau, and it 
will surprise few students of modern 
Russian literature and history if stir- 
ring events the next few years in Rus- 
sia do not make the analogy well nigh 
complete. The Russian revolution 
brewing is the resuit of immemorial 
tyranny, as was the French revo 
lution, but it was Voltaire and Rous- 
Seau who fanned the smoking flax 
into flame in France. Tolstoi and 
Gorky may do the same thing for the 
oppressed Russian masses, even as 
Turgeneff, with the pen of genius 
‘consecrated to a great human cause, 
was instrumental in forcing the late 
czar, through an aroused public con- 
science, to emancipate the serfs who 
now constitute the scarcely more. free 
moujik or peasant class of Russia. 
Of all the informing things that 
haye appeared in American’ magasines 
&f late concerning Russia and the 
Russians, the current issues of The 
World Today, the illistrated Chicago 
monthly, contains the most compre- 
hensive collection of papers on Rus- 
sian topics that {t has been our good 
fortune to read. Count Cassini, the 
Russian ambassador .at Washington, 
who has-just been transferred to Mad- 
rid, contributes an article from the 
bureaucratic viewpoint on the inter- 
nal troubles destined to revolutionize 
the governrMent of Ruasia and giving 
the official version of the massacre 
of the czar’s workmen petitioners in 
St. Petersburg on January 22. A stu- 
dent participant tells of “The Student 
Strike in Russia,” an influence that is 
going far to compass the downfall of 
tyranny in the land of the Great 
White Tsar. In “The Russian Peas- 
ant as a Soldier” a Russian colonel 
throws much light on the organiza- 
tion and personnel of the czar’s army; 
and “The Political and Financial Or- 


| ganization of Russia” is described by 


Gregory Wilenkin, while Victoria Von 
Kreuter contributes an admirable pa- 
per on “Schools for the Peasantry in 
Russia.” Lambert Tree shows where- 
in Russia has been the traditional 
friend of the United States, only to 
find American sympathy wholly with 
her enemies in the present war, and 
scents danger to the United States 
should the Japanese conquer Eastern 
Asia as the result of the struggle in 
Manchuria. Russian art is described 
in delightful detail by James William 
Pattison. 

Everybody interestéd in Russia 
should read The World Today for 
May.

The Seaboard’s total return for 1905 
was $7,530,541, as compared with $9,6!6,- 
448 for 1904, despite the fact that the 
road has 66 miles more in the new Bir- 
mingham, extension than it had In 1904. 
The franchise is included in the totals 
given. The Seaboard'’s franchise in Geor- 
gia was returned this year at $1,048,526, 
as compared with $1,562,092 tn 1904. 

Comptroller General Wright has assess- 
ed the company’s franchise on all lines 
this year at $1,987,347, or at the rate of 
about $2,541 per mile on 733 miles of 
road. 

The 66 miles of the néw Birmingham 
line were returned this year at $432,567, 
including franchise. The comptroller gén- 
eral has assessed this line alone at 
31,164,876. 

The result of the arbitration in this 
case will be awaited with a great deal of 
interest.

Neither the build- 
ingte or the articles to manufacture were 
_Ociginated hy .workmen, but they are solely 
anc alone the children of the brain of the 
owner and originator. <A fair and agreed 
vaiue Was given for the use of tools, hands 
ard minds of the warkmen and. when the fac- 
tries were completed and fully paid for, not 
cne ounce of material or apy other thing of 
value of the most minute form belonged to 
any workman, but the entire institution, lock, 
stock and barrel, belonged to us. We can 
shut it Qs or operate it, tear it down, sell 
or giye it away as suits our judgment, for 
the entire property is ours in exchange for 
evact and agreed equivalents and any tres- 
pesses on that property or inteference with 
cur management would constitute an act of 
tandiHs and outlaws. ' 

The ripened experience of tRousands of 
years of humanity has established these facts 
and conditions, and we have laws to define 
the facts and protect our people, high and 
low, from mob rule. There is a misleading 
thiory put forth by some socialistic labor 
theorists that ‘‘labor creates all weaith and 
therefore all wealth .belongs to labor.’’. This 
fulse theory talked to workmen sometimes 
preduces a condition of mind that believes 
the statement to be so, and a further in- 
ference that the workmen created the fac- 
tery and why not take it and run it. That 
idea is the underlying cause of some labor 
disturbances that never would occur ff every 
workman had a clean cut knowledge of the 
facts afid rights of the citizen.

tion. The man who sells physical labor cre- 
ates nothing, yet labor is necessary to the 
butiding. The brick seller, lum- 
ber merchant, glass maker and workman who 
sells his labor all belong to the same class 
of sellers of material needed, but none of 
them are creators of that buliilding. Physi- 
cal labor is not a creator. Mind is the only 
creator. When the workman chooses to cease 
selling his labor to execute the designs of 
another’and starts to originating designs him- 
self and hiring others to execute them, he 


,atendons the army or sellers of labor and 


uses physical or material tools to carry ont’ 


enc express in material, its creations. 
Take a working man as illustration. He 
saves money, which represents his expended 
energy for perhaps ten years. When enough 
is accumulated he concludes to bulld a house. 
So he Greatés in his mind a house with 6 
rooms, arranged just as he wants them. A 


porch in front, windows and doors located | 


as he thinks most convenient. Heighth, 
width and length he creates in detail in his 
mind. Then he goes to an architect and 
says, I want to pioture forth, in wood and 
brick my mental picture of a house. I 
desire first to hire the use of your mind to 
direct your hands to draw my creation s0 
it can be understood by other workmen. The 
architect thereupon rents the use of his mind 
to be directed by the creator. Perhaps the 
architect creates some parts as improvements 
to the original plan of the owner, but he 
agrees to sell his creations to the owner in 
exchange for money, said money being an 
evidence of past service. 

When the architect finishes his work he 
bas not ‘“‘created wealth,’’ which belongs to 


him, he has in the main rented the use of 


his mind to the owner, and sold what few 
ideas tbe has created. Nothing belongs to 
the architect. ‘Then with the plans which 
the owner owns, he calls in carpenters, say- 
ing. ‘“‘Here is my creation shown on paper. 
Mine by original creation and by purchase 
ot the ideas shown there which I did not 
create, but purdhased. I want to carry out 
these ideas in wood and brick, and to do 
this I want to hire your planes, squares, 
and sews, to be directed by your minds, ex- 
actly as my mind diretts.’’ So the saws, 
planes, hands, eyes, feet and legs of tho 
carpenters are rented to the workman, who 
Originally created the house, and day by day 
the work proceeds, this work sold to the 
ewner tn exchange for his money. No piane, 
eew or hand creates anything. [If the saw 
created, it might saw through the supports 
anc the house fall. If the human hand cre- 
et@ it might suddenly cease creating 2 house 
and turn to destroying it. If the mind of 
fhe carpenters created 
houses shaped to syit their ideas or their 
original creations instead of being guided 


and directed by the mind of the owner, the |

the house building a carpenter conceived in 
hic mind a different plan for, say the front 
of the house. He created the new plan by 
giving birth to it. An idea is born as a child 
ef brain as truly as a babe is born of woman. 
New this carpenter would not think of using 
the lumber and brick of the owner to ex- 
press his creation. He must first offer his 
child, his idea to the owner. The owner has 
mot contracted with the carpenter to create 
but enly to execute. So if the idea of the 
carpenter is valuable it shoupd be a subject 
vf purchase, aside from the price paid for 
the rental of his executive mind used in di- 
recting plane, saw, hands and feet. 

Or perhaps a sufficient price may be agreed 
or. covering rental of. mimd and tools and 
‘purchase of ideas. It must be een that, 
mute execution of orders, given by owner to 
catry out his mental creations, creates noth- 
ig and therefore owns nothing. But if the 
corpenter creates, designs, forms or snapes, 
ard his ideas are taken without compensa- 
tron, he Would seem to have just claim to 
ownership of his own ideas as created and 
shown forth in the house, and he would have 
@ui ammount of actual ownership in that house.

I.et no Jabor union be impudent enough to 
order a home owner as to when he shall open 
or close his house, how short or long he 
may work in it, or whom he shall employ 
to help him, or what he ghall pay tcr that 
lavor. This citizen and property owner has 
the right to add to his house with his own 
hands, no matter what the law of the cor- 
penters’ union Be, He can paint his house, 
fix af water pipe, spade garden, cook meala 
éné wait on his own table, notwithstanding 
he thereby breaks the laws ofthe painters’, 
plumbers’, gardeners’, cooks’ and waiters’ 
vulons, and they could and waujd much more 
frequently assault and kill such men for doing 
these things if they were not protected by that 
law which insures personal liberty and pre- 
serves the ancient rights of man. - 

The same law .2pplies to all property, fac- 
tory and homestead. The owners of factories 
have the absolute right to the management 
of their properties, and must maintain such 
rights against any mob of bandits and law 
br cakers. When men cannot sell their wheat, 
labor, lumber oor coal to a manufacturer, 
either because he doesn’t need it or cannot 
afiord the price,.they-have the Tight to ‘offer 
it elsewhere. Bwt if they-try by consptracy 
ana violence to trespass on the property of 
htrt'lits busthess ih order to force the man- 
uractuper to buy what he does not want, the 
law breakers sho be confined by the au- 
thorities and ma to work long enough to 
pey in full. for the damage and loss they mas 
have caused. 

let labor union anarchists and socialists 
clearly understand ® this personal “Ifberty and 
Eicperty right of the American citizen is -not 
to be broken or even trespassed by the smal} 
minority of foreign bandits and law breakera 
without bringing down on them the stern 
band of the law which protects our people 
in safety.

in fact, it Was a runaway market at the 
'close with prices about top levels for the 
‘day. Weather and crop conditions are of 
a bullish description, and with their 
‘continuance, it will result jn the creation 
‘of higher values. Today's sharp up-turn 
came as a great surprise and has caused 
some confusion.
